theater will be around the $100,000 
mark. 
Beginning description bt the ent­ 
rance of the theater, there will be 
two 
private 
offices, 
one for 
the 
proprietor, Mr. McSwain, the other 
which is made of plate glass, for 
the cashier. 
The 
lobby 
of the 
theater 
and 
the entrance to the auditorium is 
floored with tile. 
The main auditorium will have 
670 upholstered chairs. The stage in 
the auditorium will be the regula-j 
tion size. On either side of it there 
will be one large and one small 
box. The arch around the stage is 
of a beautiful and peculiar design. 
It is the built in style. Gold and 
ivory is the color scheme carried 
out. All 
decorating was 
done 
by 
the Oklahoma .Scenic company. 
The scenery of the stage is of 
the latest design. It is also buil? in 
and is known as the fly type* There 
will be no rolling of curtains, they! 
will “ fly" to the top at the pressing ; 
of a button. 
The orchestra pit in front of the 
stage will seat 
twenty musicians. 
With this provision, together with 
the 
stage 
equipment, 
the theater 
will be prepared to accomodate any 
sort of road show, including grand 
opera. 
All dressing rooms are under the 
stage with side entrance on Town­ 
send avenue. With this arrangem ent 
the 
performers 
will 
not have to 
wait in the main auditorium at all. 
There will 
be a large balcony 
with exits in the lobby instead of 
in the main auditorium. This avoids 
the jam and pack of patrons as far 
as possible. 
A sub-balcony is being built for 
negroes. It has a separate entrance 
and exit on Townsend avenue. 
There is a ladies’ rest room at 
the back of the main auditorium.

Reinforced concrete 
is the main factor in the whole 
construction. Two of the walls, the 
ones on Townsend and the alley, 
are of Ada brick. The roof is fire­ 
proof, being made of Mansfield as­ 
bestos. 
The 
stairways,

floors and machine booth are all 
fireproof. 
The 
auditorium 
has 
a 
special 
acoustic arrangem ent. 
There is a 
sounding board over the stage that 
is 
designed 
to 
throw 
the 
sound 
from the stage to the balcony and 
back part of the auditorium. 
The theater will be well ventilat­ 
ed. Electric fans will be relied on 
to keep the air stirring. There are 
also six windows in the balcony. 
There are two skylight holes in the 
roof that were put there originally 
to 
use in 
installing 
the typhoon 
ventilating system, 
Mr.

The whole theater is of Spanish 
design. The front of the building is 
of white marble stucco. It makes a 
beautiful front, indeed. 
A mortice awning extends over' 
the sidewalk.

The building on the whole is 140 
feet long, 50 feet wide and three 
stories high. It will seat. 1,200 to 
1,500 people and has six exits.

dustrious, honest, loyal character—a 
triumph of the homely virtues. 
Although he failed in some of his 
most important tasks, Monroe’s fail­ 
ures were forgiven because they w ere 
honest mistakes. The ridicule and the 
disgrace brought upon him by the most 
spectacular episode of his undramatic 
life would have buried forever a man 
more brilliant and less sincere. 
This remarkable scene was enacted 
on the highly theatrical stage of the 
national convention at Paris directly 
after the Reign of Terror and the fall 
o f Robespierre, when France was the 
ontcast among nations. 
At that mo­ 
ment, Monroe appeared as the envoy 
of the only sister republic and, to let 
all the world see that the Revolution 
had at least one friend left on earth, 
the president of the convention melo­ 
dramatically folded the rustic Virgin­ 
ian in his arras. 
After two years, he was recalled for 
his zeal, and came home in a rage of 
indignation. 
Passing by the gate of 
Mount Vernon without paying his re­ 
spects to Washington, he paid them 
instead in 500 pages which he pub­ 
lished in defense of himself and in de­ 
nunciation of the administration. Nev­ 
ertheless, the discredited diplomat was 
sent to Paris again by President Jef­ 
ferson In a few years, when he came 
away covered with success, and with 
the treaty for the purchase of Louisi­ 
ana under his arm by a fitting prelude 
to the Monroe doctrine, 20 years later. 
There is a most Interesting souve­ 
nir of Monroe in Paris. 
Like Madi­ 
son, he had fallen lh love while a 
member of congress and had married 
Elizabeth Kortright of New York. Two 
children having been bom to them, 
one of the girls was placed in the fa­ 
mous French school off Mme. Campan, 
where she formed a friendship with 
Hortense Beauhamals that outlasted 
the many vicissitudes of Josephine’s 
daughter. 
Recently the notable figures in the 
court of the first consul of Matinal- 
son were modeled and grouped about 
Napoleon for a celebrated wax works 
show in Paris. In that brilliant galaxy 
of monarchs and dukes yet to be, 
Eliza Monroe, in girlish prettiness, is 
seen again by the side of the future 
queen of Holland and the destined 
mother of Napoleon ITI.
